5~POLITICAL SITUATION: I | NOTED THAT WHILE THE FOIAB6 

ECONOMY IS COMING BACK TO LIFE, HE SEES EVIDENCE THAT 
RWANDA IS SLIDING BACK TOWARDS A TRADITIONAL TUTSI REGIME, 
A VIEW SHARED BY THE BELGIAN EMBASSY IN KIGALI. THIS LED 
TO A GENERAL DISCUSSION WITH SPECIAL COORDINATOR TOWNSEND 

FRIEDMAN AS TO WHETHER TUTSI DOMINANCE WAS BY DESIGN OR 
MERELY A REFLECTION OF THE PREDOMINANTLY TUTSI COMPOSITION 
OF THE RPF. THE BELGIANS TEND TO DISCOUNT THE IDEA OF A 
MASTER PLAN. THEY ARE CONVINCED, HOWEVER, THAT THE 
GOVERNMENT IS EXECUTING A PLAN TO DISCREDIT THEM AND THUS 
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NEUTRALIZE BELGIAN POLITICAL LEVERAGE. IN THE LONG TERM, 
THE BELGIANS ARE CONCERNED THAT DESPITE FOREIGN 
ASSISTANCE, THERE WILL BE NO POLITICAL DEVELOPMENT . 

6 JUDICIAL PROCESS: THERE IS AN IMMEDIATE PROBLEM WITH 
THE JUDICIAL PROCESS; THE PRISONS ARE FULL AND THE 
JUDICIAL PROCESS APPEARS STALLED. (THERE WAS AGREEMENT 
THAT THE RED CROSS PLAN TO BUILD NEW PRISONS WAS A VERY 
BAD ANSWER TO THE PROBLEM.) THE ORIGINAL IDEA WAS TNAT 
THERE WOULD INDEED BE LARGE NUMBERS OF PEOPLE ARRESTED, 
BUT THEIR CASES WOULD BE QUICKLY REVIEWED BY COMMISSIONS 
D' TRIAGE, AND ONLY THOSE SUSPECTED OF SERIOUS OFFENSES 
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WOULD BE HELD FOR FORMAL TRIAL. THE COMMISSIONS DON'T 
APPEAR TO BE WORKING. THERE WAS SPECULATION ABOUT THE 
GOVERNMENT'S SINCERITY AND COMMITMENT TO POLITICAL 
RECONCILIATION AND FEAR THAT THE GOVERNMENT MIGHT ACTUALLY
